If any be ſo honeſt to com- 
plain of offenders, Court-cobwebs cannot hold the great flies, 
their luggage ii ſo heauie ; but ſome Officers like a Spider can 
draw in the little fly tothe Ceuer. And though a man have 
never ſo much diligence, ſome undet-Officers (for a wager) 
can fruſtrate all with their 2 Indulgence, No wonder 
if my younger children be bad, when my elder are no bet-

My ſcourge inflicted — is the Plague : a diſeaſe frare- die. : 
ull enough, yet not halte ſo fcarefull as my finnes, through 
ich —_—_ boldlyenongh, — in o ich the Coun- 
trie pew hath taken part with me. A diſeaſe, which Ba- 

vid choſe : before Famin or the Sword, Les we fall auto the 
hand of God and not ef man. ADileaſe, which is ſome 
ſigne of Gods favour : for hee hath not ſuffered Famine to 
blaſt eur fields With her barren breath, neither hath he ſaid, 
Sword cut through this Land: but like a father he hath taken 
us in hand himſelfe; as David cals it,the chaffiſement of hit 
own hand: Let me fall into the band of God. A diſeaſe, that 
s the Left blow, that God rooke ar Egypt, and the com- 
mon Scourge of 1ſrae!, and uſually ſer on by an Angell, 
whoſe ſtroke moved the mud of mans nature to his owne 
ruine, which elſe lyeth ſtill and ſerled, and deſtroyes man 
ſome other way in time. I confefle, that I have heard rela- 
ted, that ſome of my ſiſter Cities have beene inſected by 
ſtrange accidents : but God is my maſter, and not Fortune 
my miftris : ſome ſay the infetion happenerh by conſtella- 
tions, ominous aſpects, evill conjunctions, unſeaſonable 
| B 3 yeathers, 
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Vox (ivitatis. 
weathers, but theſe muſt extend themſelves then beyond a 
Cirie, and her Suburbes : becauſe in theſe occurrents the 
Aire is tainted, and then kept not within the compatle of 
one Cities Hemiſpheare, 

Some have begue 2 infected by meere ſtinckes : 
they are noyſome 1 but have no more relation to kill 
this way by a Plague, than by other wayes and Diſeaſes, 
which they may breed and bring gut. Bad fumes are 
diſcommodities that I am much croubled withall by reaſon 
of my noyſome Children. & idle ſervants but yet my breath 
is not ſo obnoxious as is reported: for if it were. ſive would 
dye to one, that doth dye, it being the common breath, by 
which all with mee live ; and being that there is ewo 
weak bodies for one ſtrong counting women and children. 
And beſide, if my breath were infoiions, then would thoſe 
creatures, whole natnre have aſfinitie with man (as Swine, 
Cockes and Hennes) receive ſuch infections in the ſtreets, 
as would forth-with {lay them, though they were not kept 
up in Plagued houſes. Therefore doe not ſcandall me, and 
adde affliction to the afflicted, but conſidet. God is wy rock, 
and his Word # my Pillar, and the ground of truth. I know 
that God may uſe oneward meahes to infect, and ſuffocate: 
Bur leaſt we ſhould leane roo much to nature, he doch not 
2 reveale this diſeaſe ſo executed: bur either he 

expxeſſe it done by an Angell, ot elſe deth ſilence the 
execution thereof in a mute anger. Iob was ſmitt en with 
ſcabe, yet the Scripture attributeth it to the Devilland hy 
ſhould we thinke but that in a diſeaſe fo mortall, ſo quicke 
dilparcting as this , but that hee uſed his good Angell in- 
cenſed with his Maſers diſpleaſure, or clic ſent Satan to 
buffet us for our pr eſumptions. 

Our Church acknowledgerh the Plague to be Gods Ar- 
row, and Hippecrates calleth it e u And there- 
fore for Gods cauſe, leſt you detract from his honour, lay it 
not all upon me: I know that thoſe houſes, whetrin God hath 
ſmitten one ( for wane of care and meanes) may and doe 
taimt Others, bye what is this to my breath, or 1 
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Vox (ivitatiz, 7 
ſhould thinke therefore that Lam totally inſected. Or if one 
oe abroad out of ſucha houſe into a Cengregation, and 
ere (becauſe they have not been aired fir) taint anothe 
(as we ſurmile;) or ſomerimes one being afraid of another, 
their heart faint, and their blood turnes, and they dye of 
| the Plague : Their paſſions goa not ſtroken) helping 
to worke the humors of their body to a ſoare; is this ſuſici 
ent to forget the operation of God in this Plague, or con- 
demne me, or leave me utterly deſolate?ꝰ God hath ſaid that 
be will ſend evill afels among us, yet theſe can but vex them 
| to whom their licence extends; yet I make no doubt, but 
| God makes the Peſtilence ordinarily to cleave to a man 
inſection but this doch not hold alwaies that he doth ſo;and 
| when it doth take one by infection, it is not alwaics mortal. 
And this is the inficmirie, with which I am at this time 
affected. And that I draw you not into errour, take the 
Indgement of ocher Ancients, and let none thinke by an 
obſcure evaſion, to make mee the more to be ſhunned in 
neceſſary Neighbourly comfort, by ſaying the Plague in 
| Scripture, and ours were not all one: becauſe theirs were 
ſuddaine, ours are lingring. For God made thoſe ſharpe, 
that we which were to live under the times of Dar 5.0 \ Can, 26.285; 
be Warned by bis ſeyerinie to them : And if he had ſuffered 
them to have lived under the ſtroke but ſo long as Heze- 
kiab did; it would have broken out of them as it did om 
him and us at this day, God is more mercifullto us then, 
who by ſpace between his ftrokes calleth to repentance. Bu 
let not us abuſe this mera e, and crie out taſhly, and chil- 
diſhly (before God roucherh us) that all Landon is infected. 
Indeed lying and breathingunder Gods ftroke,oftencimes 
inſects others: hath not God therefore: given you leatned 
a Phyſitians to your Brethren, to helpe you with preſerva- 
| tives aga nt infeRion, though they cannot recover 
=P the fiſh that is ftroken? And if we ule theſe good meanes 
hath not God given us his Word, which declares his po- 
wer in reftraining not onaly inſection, but the violence 
of his Devouring Angell alſo, as our Late King James of 
| B 3. Bleftd 
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Bleſſed munrory called it in his Parkament Oratien the laft 
Plague timi. And have not our M giſtrates molt worthily, 
and carefully provided to ſhut them up, or diſpoſe of them 
elſe where, — have been ſtrucken? Which courſe might 
doe ſome good, but that wee lacke perſons, and purſes to 
keepe in, and keepe the ſicke when they are within. All 
theie things being obſerved, I need not be left like /ob on 4 
Dung hill, nor my infirmitic be ſo much ſhunned, that land 
my Children ſhould be ſo many miles ſevered. 

The Venereall Pox is ten times a baſer diſeaſe and more 
abſolutely in fectious, yet my Sons (I ſhame to one them) 
that have ir, are called Good-fellowes, Men will not ſtand 
upon it to drinke either Wine, or Tobacco with them,who 
are more fit (not for the Pefthouſe ) but the Piſtrinum the 
Bridewell,The Chyrurgions never (ſhun to cure theſe, bur be- 
cauſe the hand of God is upon me, and a leſſe infectious dif 
eaſe though more pernitious; Iam ſhunned of ſome Pafors 
and people, Phyſitians and (hyrurgions, as if they ſtayed, 
they ſhould be all dead men; whereas this diſeaſe is a cul. 
ling and a picking out of men to ſer forward(asin a muſter) 
which cauſeth it to take at thebeginning one here, and ano- 
ther halfe a mile off, then leap thither againe, where it was 
firſt, and take them away which at firſt it left, (as the week- 
ly Bills teſtifie) neither can it be proved, that all cheſe have 
by any contra ing or conventing ever met together, eſpe- 
cially ſince houſes were ſhut up. So that (as Fernelius ſaith 
this diſeaſe hath an hidden beginning, and why not an hid- 
den proceſſion? But onely that in continuance, ſome acci- 
dents doe befall upon which our reaſon hath more ground 
to traverſe and diſcourſe, 

But ſome will ſay, the Plague is mortally infectious and 
therefore it is wilfull murder to ſtay if I may goe. I cannot 
ſay fo, If it be thy place and calling to ſtay: But I ſay, thou 
then doſt kill them wilfully(by thine own argument) whom 
thou leaveſt behind, or ſetteſt to kee pe thy ſicke: except 
thou thinkeſt that ſervants and poore keepers may be kil- 
led up by authotitie. | 

But 
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But ſurely if ir were but well obſerved, my infiemitie ra- 


| cher deſcrverh an humble reverence, than to breed a ſcan- 


dll, or an offence. If it were meerely naturall,men mi 
like naturall men flye trom it. Bur as it is ſecretly hidden 
frofiche Heathon (as Galen and Hippocrates ) > grant 
the beginning thereof to be very ſecret: ſo the Scriptures 
declare unto us that hidden beginning, that ſo wee might 
know, under what covert to hide us. The g1 « Pſalme tells 
us in verſe the 1. 4. Of rhe ſhadow and the wings of the Al- 
mightie, Therefore the Septuagint tranſlates that P/a/me 
re wee finde the word Peſtslence by the word (>abys ) 
which ſigniſies 4 word. Or elſe they call it (zpzype) a thing, 
arguing the ſtrange nature thereof. Theſe learned /ewes 
went to the cauſe of the Plague, Iam not ignorant, that the 
Heathen learned Phyſitian alen called it ( Apis) becauſe 
of his deſtroying nature, and mortall diſpoſition, and Ni- 
pocrates called it (indapiz ) becauſe of his ſpreading na- 
ture. Theſe men went no farther than the effect, which 
was viſible, but the inviſible operator, and operation was 
bidden from them, and therein they did but gyeſle; The 
S-riprures call us to an outward admitat ioroſ this won- 
der full worke, and an inward adoration of God,whois the 
enlarger and teſtrainer hereof: who makes ſuch ſweet pro- 
miſes in the gi. Pſalme.concerning deliverance from ĩt; as, 
T. hou ſhalt goe on the Ape and the Dragon, Which Moberys 
on that, I als ſaith, ſignifies the-Peſtencezand uſed by the 
P[umiſt, Vt vim ventri ſignificant ius exprimeret: yet not the 
force of ir to infect but to kill;for the ſting of the Aſpe poi- 
ſons but thoſe hom it ſtrikes, it imparts not the ſame force 
to another not contacta, no not by ton:hing of the body ſo 


ſtung. Vet this my infirmitie do h:yer alwaies not abſolute- 


ly to death, nor doth ir alwayes infe ct to ſickneſſe (Deo ju- 
vante) for wee ſee that your Searcher: Keepers, Sextons, 
Bearert, are the ſeldomeſt taken with ir,
